She was 
taken to a fell. 


About nine o'clock word reached the sta- 


tion that Kossa'g wound was not serious, 
ami th*t he would be out again in about ten 
days. 
The news was communicate 1 to the 


prisoner. 
"1 am sorry," s.iid she, 
very 


slowly. "I was in hopes 1 liad killed him." 
She a:ain icJapsed into silence. 


Within a minute after tlie shootimi Rossa 


arose from the .sidewalk and staggered about. 
A friend named Peter llyau ran up and 
helped him. and the two walked to the Cham- 
bers Street Hospital, more thaiwi quarter 
of a mile distant. He was gieatly exhaust- 
ed when he entered the hospital cilice.. The 
house surgeon made an examination of the 
wound. The ball, after plowing through 
the flesh'at a dentil of two inches, took an 
upward ciirve, and. although the probe 
was inserted four inches, it could not 
be located. The surgeon said the wound 
was serious, but he did not consider it 
a dangerous one. During the operation 
Kossa lay on his face without uttering a 
sound. 
Afler the wound was dressed he 


lay on his s'de. 
His face was pale but lie 


aiipeared to rest easy. About six o'ctrk 
Fatiick Joyce was admitted to the ward and 
sat beside the cot. Although Kossa's wound 
was not dangerous it was deemed neces.sarx 
to send for Coroner Kennedy, who arrivec 
about seven o'clock. He took Kossa's ante- 
mortcm statement as follows; 


'• Saturday. January ol, about fourp m., 1 
received alcttorntmvoflicc. The message was 
In writing, and wus deli\ erod by a messenper 
bov The note suited that a lady wished to 
BCD me; that she wus interested in the Irish 
cause and dcs rod to assist it.

One of the 
balls entered my back.

Kossa subsequently said that he had con- 


cluded to answer the note because it was 
signed "A lady interested in the Irish 
cause." He says she evidently did not 
know him previous to the introduction 
given by the messenger-boy. 
The first

she did was to impress upon 


Kossa 
that 
she 
was 
a 
rich Irish 


woman who had 
plenty 
of 
money, 


and that she 
wauled 
to 
give 
the 


cause of Irish freedom about WOO per 
mouth, but it must be unknown to her hus- 
band. She made tlie appointment for yes- 
terday, wheg she said she would have the 
first installment ready. The lady did not 
even tell her name, and Rossa did not know 
it until told it by a reporter. He says that 
this afternoon when he met the woman she 
was 
in 
gay 
spirits 
and 
said 
she 


had 
the 
money 
in 
her 
pocket, 


but did not want to take it out in 
the telegraph office. It was while en route 
to a hotel for tlie purpose of delivering the 
money to Kossa that the shooting occurred. 
Rossa recalled the fact ttiat Mrs. Dudley 
was very nervous yesterday, and asked him 
many tiuie^ if he waa alone. He knows of 
no motive lor the act, and believes her to 
be an educated American or Irish woman, 
scouting tlie idea that she is English. 


It is learned thai Mrs. Dudley arrived 


here trom England 
in September last 


in company with 
Miss 
Chalmers and 


another young lady, 
all three 
claim- 


ing to be professional trained nmses 
seeking American engagements. At first 
they resided at Newark, X. J. In the 
latter part of September Miss Chalmers 
secured employment at the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, and October 7 Mrs. Dudley Joined 
her there as a nurse. 
She gave complete 


satisfaction at first, but on November 19 
was 
dismissed because 
Superintendent 


Lathrop concluded she was not exactly a 
woman to his way of thinking. Next day 
Miss Chalmers resigned. 
Dr. Lathrop says 


Mrs. Dudley always acted queirly, but he 
can not say that she was insane. Mrs.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 3.—The Cbalr laid before

Mr. Beck preferred the H«n.=j> 
bill to the Senate bill. Mr. 3icPherson opposi d 
giving- the roads any such privileges as the 
bill proposed.
